You might say that’s ridiculous, phoning long distance 
for 20 miles when they could phone Wainwright and-ten chanc- 
‘es to one would be able to procure their wants in ‘this town. 
True enough dear reader, but that as stated above has been the 
case many a time over. The people to the north of Wainwright 
are not ‘‘Wainwright conscious” which in all peokaballty is 
not their fault but ours here in town. Wainwright as a whole 
has done little or nothing to advertise the town to the country 
peopis aside from putting on a free show for the kiddies and a 
ree bag of peanuts around Christmas, Don’t get us wrong, we 
are not condemning the splendid efforts put forth in the Wain- 
wgirht Days campaign, but we are condemning the lack of en- 
. thusiasm shown to our couritry friends during the rest of the 
seasons, 

One solution to the whole affair in our minds would be to 
place a movement on foot that would direct the mail to the 
Auburndale district from this post office.

If the above mentioned is brought about it will not be done 

easily, because Vermilion will not give up her place in_ the 
minds of the people of the Auburndale district without a fight. 
It will be brought about by the earnest hard work of people 
that are interested enough in Wainwright to go to bat for the 
things that are rightfully ours. 
.° The Wainwright Star will back any movement of this nature 
and will help in any possible way to have the matter cleared to 
Wainwrights advantage, but right here and now is the time to 
express the view that it will need help and co-operation from 
every person in the town. If the Board of Trade will handle 
this matter, let’s all back it to the limit.
